TWO-METER PROJECT ‘REPORT Andy VE3SFZK/W6 di 

I haven't wuch to report this month, unfortunately, as I was 
away on a business trip to Atlantic City and didn't get much done myself, 
I just cailed up ail the project team members I could get through to ani 
it Bppeers I'm not the only one who doesn't have much to report, so I 
don't feel so bad now! Bob Stein, W6NBI (ex-W/6" IC), seems to be the mos t 
active ~~ he has been building up oscillators to see if he can come up 
with a suitable one tor the front end, He also put us on a good lead for 
cheap parts-~ wax got me in contact with a friend, Bob Melvin, W6VSV, 
who owns a parts distributing company, and sent me some samples of fixed 
and variable capacitors and jata on integrated quartz erystat filters whi/ 
are far superior to the ceramic ones I am using now, and cost only $4.45 
for 10-49. I guess we can get them cheaper stiil if we collect 100 hams 
wanting to build the finalized transreceiver.
